Washington—The biggest job in the 


government service still 
unfilled is 


the eommissionership of internal rev 
enue. And the various 
influences 


fighting for and against various candi- 
dates constitute the most spectacular 
contest for a government post that 
the national capitol has witnessed in 
a long time. 


Judging by; the activities of the 
"wets" and "drys" one would suppose 
that tho commissioner of internal rev- 
enue has the power to make the 
country moist or arid according to 
his own thirst or the desires of his 
friends. The anti-saloon league Is on 
the job working in its usual effective 
way to prevent the appointment of 
any one who is in the least degree 
unfriendly to the enforcement of the 
prohibtion laws. Politicians who im- 
agine that a "stand hi" with the 
commissioner of internal revenue will 
be a powerful lever in local politics 
and especially since there will be so 
many collectors of internal revenue to 
appoint, are displaying more interest 
in the selection of a commissioner 
than they <Jid over the secretaryship 
of the treasury itself 


Is Tax Collector 


But the thing which nobody seems 


to be stressing—indeed, one hears 
very HtOe about it from any quarter— 
5s that the commissioner of internal 
revenue must be an administrative of- 
ficer of executive talents and must 
reany collect the taxes for the nation 
—practically all of four billion dol- 
lars a year must go through his of- 
fice In one form or another. 


The public generally has been irri 


tated over the income tax law and 
has demanded not merely that taxes 
shall be lowered, but that an under- 
standable income tax blank bo draft- 
ed and the auditing of income tax re- 
turns be expedited. It happens in 
many cases that the income tax audi- 
tors open up business accounts two 
and three years after the return itself 
has been made. The disturbing effect 
of slow auditing has already been felt 
m business. Under the strain of war- 
time tho two commissioners—Daniel 
C. Roper and "William "Williams—have 
done a splendid job but their troubles 
In 
keeping experienced 
personnel 


were manifold. Congress has a habit 
of cutting off appropriations from 
govemument bureaus which most 
need them and it was not always 
easy for the internal revenue estab- 
lishment to get from congress the 
fcelp that was needed. 


Yet the big job of the commissioner 


of internal revenue is not prohibition 
enforcement but administration of the 
income tax laws. The next congress 
will go before the people for reelec- 
tion a year from next autumn and 
win have to answer on questions of 
taxation. "What the business men of 
the country are interested in is an ef- 
ficient administrator in the internal 
revenue office and most of them do 
not care in tho slightest whether the 
appointee is "wet" or "dry."

THE FORESTRY MOVEMENT 


State forestry is on the eve of a remark- 


able development if one can judge from 
the interest being manifested throughout 
the country in various phases of state 
forest legislation. Most of the legisla- 
tures are now in session, and in practically 
all of the timbered states, forestry bills 
already have been or are expected to be 
introduced. Thus in the northeast Maine 
is considering the regulation of cutting 
on private lands'through the establish- 
ment of auxiliary state forests. The New 
Hampshire legislature has before it bills 
providing for the leaving of seed trees on 
pine lands, for compulsory forest fire pa- 
trol, and for the disposal of slashings. 
Msassaehusetts is planning to continue its 
purchase of state forests and to acquire 
the picturesque Mohawk trail. Connect i- 
eiit is proposing to modify the present 
system of forest taxation and to enlarge 
the State Park commission into the State 
Park and Forest commission. 


The Wisconsin legislature has before it 


a number of measures relating to the for- 
estry problem. There is an amendment 


• to the constitution to authorize the stato 
to acquire, preserve and develop state for- 
ests. A bill has been introduced to insure 
fire prevention while bills arc pending to 
give the state four state parks, includ- 
ing the state forest region, with one park 
in"the lake region of 8.500 acres with 
twenty lakes and an area of virgin timber. 


In other Central States, Indiiana is en- 


deavoring to improve its present fire pro- 
tective system and to encourage timber 
production through tax exemption. The 
American Forestry association points to 
the south, where Texas is considering the 
adoption of a comprehensive forest policy 
with particular emphasis on fire protec- 
tion and reforestation, and the adoption of 
a severance tax similar to that already 
in fovce in I*>uisianla. In the far west. 
California has established a state nursery, 
is r-ooperatinc with timbcrland owners in 
slash 
disposal, 
is planning greatly in- 


creased expenditures for fire protection 
and a revision of its present system of 
forest taxation, and is looking forward 
to the establishment of state forests. 


These are but samples of the widespread 


interest whirh the slates generally are 
manifesting in the protection and per- 
petuation of their forest resources. It is 
to be hoped that the movement will bear 
fruit in the enactment of a considerable 
number of progressive and effective for- 
estrv measures.

OUR SUPPORT OF THE SCHOOLS 
]n 1635 Benjamin Simms. a Virginian, 


left this quaint legacy to the schools in 
his parish: 


Two hnndred acres of land with milk and in- 


crease of eight cows for the maintenance of an 
earnest and honest man to keep a free school 
for Una education of the children of the parish- 
es of Elizabeth City and Kequotan. 


Benjamin Sinnns -wanted a qualified 


teadiar and "V?as prepared to pay well for 
iiin_ In his day, the idea of supporting 
the schools through, public taxation was 
Hnheard of and only through charity 
eoold SM efaadren. of any bat the -wealthy 
fo to se&poL Indeed it -was not until 
,iS50 tfcat the idea was firmly implanted 
in .America that schools must be free, for 
»H, and supported by all. 


The first general public support for 


schools came from the national government 
winch granted "section 16" of every 
fcywuship in tie "'Northwest Territory" for 
the support of public schools. These lots 
were for tbe most part said while land was 
still very cheap, and the proceeds became 
the common school fund in most states. 
This fund was a tremendous aid in estab- 
lishing schools, but in "Wisconsin and all 
rapidly settled prosperous states, it soon 
became much too small to meet the needs 
of the rapidly increasing schools. 


The further necessities of the schools 


in Wisconsin arc met by local properly 
taxes and by levying a state tax of seven 
tenths of a mill, on the assessed valuation 
of property. In other states the money is 
raised in various ways.

In this rich country w* lose about three times 


more babies ev»ry year, before they reach their 
first birthday, than was our total loss from battle 
in the war. We lost, sgnually 250.000 infante, and 
in a single year, 1P1R. wo lost 23,000 mothers from 
causes connected with childbirth.

I did not say that heretofore the prac- 
tice of the city hauling away the rub- 
bish, that ie, in former years, proved 
'to be a failure as It was abused on 
account of teams hauling ashes or rub- 
bish consisting of oftentimes one or 
two loads, driving into yards and as 
I understand, taking time at 
some 


places for cellars to be cleared of 
aahes and waiting to be loaded up and 
probably doing the work that ought 
to be done by the owner and paid for 
by him. With respect to the 
city 


making a mistake in. ordering 
the 


cleaning up of all ashes, rubbish, etc., 
by notifying them that the city would 
do it if not done so and charging it to 
the property, this can only be done 
on orders of the health officer, and it 
must be detrimental, to health before 
he can do so. 
The department of atreetn only jxw- 


forms the actual labor of hauling it 
away after ordered to do so. 1 per- 
sonally believe that the xrfty ought to 
remove all ashes, cans and rubbish 
that has accummulated during the 
winter months free of charge from 
every piece of .property, PROVIUB13 
that such accummulations are deposit- 
ed at the curb in receptacles of some 
.kind, boxes or barrels that two me;n 
can lift; not piano boxes, as we have 
no derrick. 
In a great many cases there are 


only a few cans that could be placed 
in/an old bag and could bo handled 
easily. The reaaon I believe that the 
city should do this work is because 
citizens hesitate to pay for hauling a 
small amount away that cannot be 
done less than 75 cents in most any 
case, is that it stops the dumping of 
rubbish in many places 
throughout 


the city by parties doing so during the 
night. It is handled in carts or wheel- 
barrows and even in automobiles and 
when no one is in sight, toss it out 
along the street and then the depart- 
ment is called the nest day to stop 
this practice. 


All the "No Dumping" signs you 


can put up will not help the case in 
any way and the only method is to 
keep a man at each place 24 hours to 
try and catch offenders. 
Too much 


expense in this. 
, Give the people an opportunity to 
have it hauled away and we can then 
dump where we need it the moat, not 
promiscuously about the city. 


Arguments will be made that some 


will have to pay for this service in 
their taxes and do not get any bene- 
fit because they have nothing to haul 
away. They will say that they sec no 
reason why they should help pay for 
their neighbor yet they will be the 
first ones to call up about unsanitary 
conditions on their neighbors premises. 


We should "love our neighbor as 


ourselves," also his back yard, for if 
he can be induced to-clean up, it adds 
to the appearance of the vicinity. With 
the truck we now have in the street 
department this work could be done in 
two weeks easily and at a cost of not 
mare than $260. If there are 4,000 
homes in the city and I beneve there 
are more, the coat to each one would 
be about 6 centa and to place the 
amount in the taxe« against our valu-

In New York, during 1920, there 


vere 5,361 deaths as against 5,026 in 
1919, an increase of 6.6 per cent.

Dunng the same 
penod cancer killed 180,000 persons.
